WORLD RECORD AT OLYMPICS 


Soccer's governing body is again at loggerheads with 
Olympic leaders over letting the world’s top soccer stars play 
in the most popular event of the Games. 

International Olympic Committee (IOC) president Juan 
Antonio Samaranch made a new attempt to get age limits lifted 
when he watched the United States win the women's final in 


Sumaranch presented the medals with International 
Football Federation (FIFA) president Joao Havelange and 
was said to have been “staggered” at the world record 76,000 
crowd for a women’s match in which the United States beat 


The Sanford Stadium was also packed with 86,117 for the 
men’s final when Nigeria beat Argentina 3-2 to become the 
first African winners of the soccer title. FIFA said 1,364,142 
people went to the Olympic matches, an average of 40,122. 

FIFA deliberately set the 23 age limit to stop the Olympic 
tournament becoming a rival to the World Cup and considered 
it a major concession to the IOC when it allowed each country 


But football, the world’s most popular spor, is the last one 
holding out against Samaranch’s attmepts to have the best 
athletes from each event at the Olymic Games. 

Samaranch said he regretted FIFA’s attempts to “protect” 
its world championship by not letting the best players appear 


A FIFA spokesman said soccer's governing body had 


always said it had no intention of allowing the Olympic 
competition to become a rival to the World Cup.

Of course by now you would all be well aware of Australia’s 
failure to progress in the Atlanta Olympic football tournament. 

Jf this ‘gallant failure’ would hasten the overdue departure of 
Eddie Thomson from national coaching ranks I would consider 
it a small price to pay. However, for reasons which I cannot 
comprehend, his position seems to have become a sinecure. 

Any amateur expert can tell you that to defend a 2-0 lead 
against a talented team like Spain by falling back to your 
penalty area jor 75 odd minutes is fraught with danger. Aurelio 
Vidmar himself said as much in "The Age' of 26 July. 

From what I can glean from recent comments of other 
Australian Socceroo players, many of them are also becoming 
disenchanted with Thomson's negative tactics and style. 

The Socceroos used to draw healthy crowds, but support is 
dwindling. Australian national teams coached by Thomson are 
fast gaining a reputation for being teams which lack confidence, 
have a poor scoring rate and a chronic inability to defend any 
healthy lead. 

This is despite the fact that the talent and experience 
available to Thomson within any given line up is undeniably 
greater than that available to any previous coach. 

Those with longer memories recall that it was Eddie 
Thomson who captained and coached the now defunct Sydney 
City. Sure, under Thomson Sydney City tasted domestic success 
but that team was characterised by being dour, unadventurous, 
and defensive, 

A study of Thomson's coaching record of NSL teams reveals 
that while Thomson was a successful league coach when ‘first 
Past the post’ counted he was pointedly less successful in ‘finals 
series’. 

When there were no finals series he won league 
championships for Sydney City in 1980-82 and second placing 
in 1983. 

In 1984 and 1985 he lost a northern conference final and a 
grand final with Sydney City and from 1987 to 1989 when 
coaching Sydney Olympic, that team missed the finals in 1987, 
lost their first finals match in 1987 and lost the grand final in 
1989. 

Although future success is never guaranteed and always hard 
earned, it's time for Soccer Australia to appoint a replacement 
coach, otherwise, despite the worthy ambitions of David Hill, 
our world ranking will slip further. 

A successful national coach needs to have a positive attitude 
to winning, be a flexible tactician who can adapt his style to 
varied opposition and able to inspire the various national teams 
to crucial victories when they really matter in cup style 
competition. 

Although Thomson had doubtless done his best, he has been 
found wanting in these areas and has well and truly passed his 
‘use by date’, 

Just who his replacement should be is a matter for further 
debate. However, the necessity for change is undeniable.

Niesis 's military 
government declared a 
public holiday to celebrate 
an historic gold medal won 
by the troubled African 
nation in the Olympic 
Games final. 

Ecstacy filled the land 
moments after the final 
whistle of the match as 
thousands of people poured 
on to the streets of Lagos to 
savour the 3-2 win over 
Argentina. 

State radio and Nigerian 
newspapers reported similar 
celebration throughout the 
nation of 100 million people. 

“Nigeria rules the world,” 
“Golden Nigeria,” were some 
of the headlines on opposition 
and government newspapers 
alike. 

“Nothing unites this nation 
like football does,” said 
veteran television sports 
commentator Hameed Adio. 

“The head of state General 
Sani Abacha is overwhelmed 
by the great performan: 
our boys,” Interior Min 
Babagana Kingibe said on 
State television in the capita 
Abuja when he annou, 
Abacha’s decision to call a 


ove aoa 
public holiday. 

Abacha stands to benefit 
from the soccer triumph 
which he can hold up as a 
major achievement despite 
Nigeria’s political crisis, 

His government is also 
bound to use the soccer gold 
to try to launder the nation’s 
image sullied internationally 
by human rights abuses and a 
lack of democracy. 

The first Olympics gold 
medal by an African nation in 
soccer was snatched by 
Nigeria when they scored the 
winning goal minutes before 


the end. 

Nigeria has been 
celebrating ever since its 
Olympic team came from 
behind to beat Brazil 4-3 in 
the semi-final. 

The win over Argentina 
was important for a nation 
which has been in crisis since 
1993, when the army annufled 
an election to restore 
democracy. 

The soccer-loving nation 
temporarily set aside the crisis 
and united in support of the 
national team. 

Hours before the start of 
the match, Abacha called each 
of the Nigerian footballers by 
telephone from Abuja and 
urged them to do their best. 

Nigeria won its first ever 
Olympic gold on Friday when 
policewoman Chioma Ajunwa 
won the women’s long jump. 

Ajunwa stands to get one 
million naira ($A16,000) 
promised by the authorities 
for any individual gold 
medalist. 

‘The soccer team will share 
five million naira ($479,980). 
Several rich Nigerians have 
also promises them large 
amounts of money.

Despite that 1 believe

— breath of 
fresh air 


As peutinalé press sadly accepted 
igeria’s 3-2 victory over their 
national team in the Olympic final, 
declaring the Africans had provided the 
game with a breath of fresh air. 

“Argentina falls trapped by its own 
miserly soccer,” was the headline of the La 
Nacion daily. The big-selling Clarin 
agreed: “The team lacked the football to 
grab the gold.” 

La Nacion welcomed the refreshing 
aggression of Africa's first Olympic gold 
medallists, whom it described as an 
“African football hurricane.” 

The Nigerians, it wrote, “must be seen 
as a breath of fresh air in today’s 
suffocating and miserly soccer, which is 
such a prisoner of static tactics.” 

Coverage of the match completely 
dominated sport sections in Argentina, 
pushing the rest of the Olympics deep into 
the back pages. 

Italian referee Pierluigi Collina came in 
for wide criticism for awarding the 
decisive third Nigerian goal despite an 
Argentine: attempt to catch striker 
Emmanual Amunike offside,

But while most agreed Collina’s 
decision was wrong, sports writers aimed 
still sharper barbs at the Argentines for 
their fatal mistake, an unsportsmanlike 
attempt to play the offside rule after a 
Nigerian free kick by running forward in a 
line. 


“All the players failed by trying to play 
the offside rule in the 88th minute. It had 
never been done before and it should never 
have been done,” declared la Prensa. 

Argentina took an early lead through a 
header by Claudio Lopez, but lacked the 
spirit of the physically more powerful 
Africans, 

“The difference in attitudes did not take 
long to make clear the skilful play of the 
Nigerians and the defensive style of (coach 
Daniel) Passarella’s team,” said La 
Nacion. 

The Olympics are the only big 
international soccer competition which 
Argentina has competed in but not won. 

Argentina has won the World Cup 
twice, but lost in its only other Olympic 
soccer final, in 1928, 


victory 


ruguay is mourning the 

death of one of it’s 
greatest players of all time. 
On Friday 2nd August at 
the age of 78, Obdulio 
Jacinto Varela the captain 
of the 1950 Uruguayan 
World Cup winning side, 
died peacefully at his home 
in the suburb of Villa 
Espanola on the outskirts of 
Montevideo, 

Bor in 1917, Varela began 
his career in Uruguayan 
amateur football, moving up 
through the ranks until 
signing for First Division 
Montevideo Wanderers 
(Bohemians) in 1938, 

He spent five years with 
the ‘Bohemians’ before 
moving on to one of 
‘Umguays two giants - Penarot 
in 1943. He won six National 
League titles with them in 
1944, 45, 49, 50, 51 and 53 
but his greatest successes 
were in the ‘sky-blue’ shirts 
of Uruguay. 

He made a sucessful debut 
for them in the 1939 Copa 
America where they beat 
Chile 3-2 but the undoubted 
pinnacle of Obdulio’s career 
was leading the ‘sky-blues’ to 
their second World Cup win 
in 1950. 

The Final was against the 
hosts Brazil in front of 
200,000 at the Maracana 
Stadium in Rio De Janeiro 
where Uruguay caused the 
greatest upset when they 
came from behind to win 2-1. 

The tournament that year 
was played in mini-leagues 
and Brazil needed only to 
draw to take their first World

ey went 1-0 ahead in the 
47th tie when _ their 
spectacular winger Friaca 
scored. 

As the massive mainly- 
Brazillian crowd celebrated 
expecting a big win, Obdulio 
Varela took the ball under his 
arm and went over to the 
linesman to protest for an 
alleged off-side. He asked for 
an interpreter to discuss the 
Situation with the English 
teferee, knowing full-well 
that it wasn't going to change 
anything. 

However, it took over five 
minutes before the game re- 
started and by that time the 
Brazillian fans and players 
had gone off the boil, the 
celebrations were gone. 
Valera then told his players 
“now relax - let’s play and 
win!” 

And so they did. The great 
striker Alberto Schiaffino 
equalised for the Uruguayans 
leaving Alcides Ghiggia to 
silence the Maracana with the 
winner. 

Tt was the most heroic of 
Uruguay’s two World Cup 
Championship wins.

Taylor told the Daily Express, “I cannot sec 
any delight, Strike action seems inevitable. The

“Given our members’ support and legal 
requirements, a strike could be called early in 
September.
